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1A. As a condition of receiving an appropriation
in subsection 1 and to enhance the safety of the
general public, the judicial district departments
of correctional services, in cooperation with
the department of corrections, shall designate a
facility for persons who are placed in a transitional
release program under chapter 229A or discharged
from commitment as a sexually violent predator under
chapter 229A because the person is in need of medical
treatment.

2. Each judicial district department of
correctional services, within the funding available,
shall continue programs and plans established within
that district to provide for intensive supervision, sex
offender treatment, diversion of low-risk offenders
to the least restrictive sanction available, job
development, and expanded use of intermediate criminal
sanctions.

3. Each judicial district department of
correctional services shall provide alternatives to
prison consistent with chapter 901B. The alternatives
to prison shall ensure public safety while providing
maximum rehabilitation to the offender. A judicial
district department of correctional services may also
establish a day program.

4. The governor’'s office of drug control policy
or any succeeding entity of the governor’'s office of
drug control policy shall consider federal grants made
to the department of corrections for the benefit of
each of the eight judicial district departments of
correctional services as local government grants, as
defined pursuant to federal regulations.

5. The department of corrections shall continue
to contract with a judicial district department
of correctional services to provide for the rental
of electronic monitoring equipment which shall be
available statewide.
